Much practical good to all concerned always must 
and always does accrue to the coming together of the 
hardware trade in convention. Each annual assembly 
of the hardware associations should show a distinct 
gain over its predecessor in-this respect. It is worth 
the while. 








In response to inquiries from the United States as 
to trade possibilities in Brazil for iron fencing, con- 
sui-General G. E. Anderson says there is undoubtedly 
a good field for American business. Already consid- 
erable fence is imported, it being largely used. ‘The 
custom continues of having great iron and stone walls 
around the homes, the entrance being through heavy 
iron gates. The trade in iron fencing is considerable, 
and is worth attention in the United States, both in 
the way of supplying ornamental and strong fences 
ready for immediate erection and in the way of sup- 
plying iron bars and bands necessary for the local 
manufacture of such fences. 








When one encounters a positive need for informa- 
tion of any kind, he is placed at a disadvantage until 
the required information is forthcoming 

Importance from some source no matter what the 
agignal nature of the required information may 
be. This is particularly true as con- 

cerns tradespeople in ordinary or remote towns where 
there are no means of securing specific trade infor- 
mation except within very meager limitations and as a 
consequence many sales are lost and many patrons suf- 
fer disappointment. Every merchant will be able to 
cite instances of this kind in which inability to accom- 
modate inquiring patrons has resulted in genuine em- 
barrassment. Among inland manufacturers also there 
is a constant need of a source of information that fre- 
quently becomes a vital need in the regular course of 
business affairs. It was to the end that this particular 
need for a general source of information insofar as it 
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applied to the readers of this paper that years ago THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN established its department of 
Notes and Queries and its success and utility have 
more than justified its founder's belief and expecta- 
tions. By bringing to its aid the known authoritative 
sources of general information, by an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the affairs of its clients’ craft, by 
opening up and availing itself of avenues of research 
and by other adaptable methods to the end in view it 
has equipped itself with a fund of readily available data 
and the department has made itself a power for use- 
fulness not lightly to be considered.

Outside of the queries answered 
by publication a vastly greater number are taken care 
of wholly by correspondence, when return post- 
tage is sent, and thus a steady stream of in- 
quiry and answering letters is constantly flowing 
into and out of the department, and as substantially 
all of them seek information as to where some article 
may be bought it will be readily understood that the 
system is a wonderful trade maker. This department 
is a very popular one and that it is of enormous value 
and convenience is readily conceded. Naturally the 
volume of inquiry and the corresponding volume of 
research is enormous but care, system and intelligent 
preparation and action conquers many propositions 
that at a glance appear insurmountable, such then is 
an outline sketch of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN “Notes 
and Queries” department. It is open to all subscrib- 
ers and free of charge. An example of a single 
week’s published questions and answers will be 
found under the heading, Notes and Queries, upon an- 
other page of this issue. 

The workings, the results obtained and the exceed- 
ing promptness demanded in a carefully organized and 
thoroughly systematized bureau of the character here 
indicated are altogether marvelous. There is no limit 
to which its influence may not extend, and its value as 
a whole is fairly beyond consideration. 








What may be accomplished in a good square, vig- 
orous systematically conducted fight against cata- 
logue houses is fairly illustrated in an 

A encounter that substantially terminated 
po omy the influence and the business of these 
concerns in the region adjacent to the 

bright little city of Battle Creek, Michigan. The farm- 
ing region surrounding Battle Creek is an unusually 
prosperous one. Its farmers are rich and always well 
supplied*with ready money hence it was a choice field 
for the operations of catalogue concerns and naturally 
they availed themselves of the opening to the fullest 
extent and as a matter of course the money thus taken 
out of the territory was carried away and lost to Battle 
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Creek just as so often happens in other prosperous 
communities. Naturally the loss of all this business 
could not be overlooked by the merchants of Battle 
Creek. It made them sit up and take notice. Organ- 
ized action was determined upon as a means of self- 
preservation, and to their ‘credit be it said they went 
about it in a wholly businesslike manner by employing 
a hustling, vigorous, energetic, hardworking secretary 
to act as business agent of a then created organization 
which is known as the Business Men’s Association of 
Battle Creek. 

Then they went out after the trade vigorously, sys- 
tematically, untiringly. The catalogue houses gave 
them a good, stiff fight, for this vast rich farming com- 
munity had been a gold mine to them. They sent an 
army of canvassers into the field to supplement their 
carloads of catalogues and a continuous battle was on 
all along the line. But the merchants seized with de- 
termination to drive out the invaders, met cut prices 
with cut prices, they did personal work among the 
farmers, they brought them into town, they held spe- 
cial meetings to educate them and treated them as 
honored guests of the association. They built good 
roads in all directions and personally and through their 
organized machine never lost an opportunity to preach 
the doctrine of loyalty to home institutions. The aid 
of the local press was enlisted and its far-reaching in- 
fluence was a most efficient aid. Lists of local cata- 
logue house patrons were secured and the patrons 
were hammered into line in detail. Government statis- 
tics were secured and utilized. From these was learned 
that the amount a farmer’s family spends for things he 
cannot raise averages $460.00, but in the region around 
Battle Creek the expenditure is much greater, averag- 
ing between $700 and $800, by far the major part of 
which went to catalogue houses before the fight on 
them began and it is estimated that the region within 
twenty miles round about, all of which was _ thor- 
oughly worked and as thoroughly redeemed, had been 
spending in the neighborhood of a million dollars a 
year with catalogue concerns. The Battle Creek mer- 
chants won the fight and the field is their own, but 
though victors they are vigilant and propose to con- 
tinue so to be, as is instanced by the facts that an es- 
tablished and very popular series of monthly sales for 
farmers has been made an institution of the continued 
work, the business men’s organization is still main- 
tained as are also its splendid rooms which occupy an 
entire floor in the finest building in the city with its 
richly furnished assembly room, committee rooms, etc. 

This was a splendid fight in a splendid cause and its 
successful issue is an example of what may be accom- 
plished anywhere by a vigorous united campaign in 
the cause of loyalty to home institutions. 








United States Commissioner of Labor Charles P. 
Neill, in the twenty-first annual report of his bureau, 
deals exclusively with the history of 

Interesting § trikes and lockouts in the United States 
Piauiee. between the years 1881 and 1905. The 
gist of the report is to the effect that 

labor has won a small. majority of the strikes begun 
by it, in whole or in part, while capital has been equally 
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of lockouts 84.6 days. 
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successful in conducting lockouts. Only a small pro- 
portion of either strikes or lockouts have been settle: 
either by mutual agreement or by arbitration. 

The terms “strike” and “lockout” are thus defined 
at the outset of the report: 

“A strike is a concerted withdrawal from work by 
a part or all of the employes of an establishment, or 
several establishments, to enforce a demand on the 
part of the employes. 

“A lockout is a refusal on the part of an employer 
or several employers to permit a part or all of the em- 
ployes to continue work, such refusal being made to 
enforce a demand on the part of the employers.” 

In effect the report states that a strike and lockout 
are practically the same, the difference lying wholly in 
the side which takes the initiative. Strikes lasting less 
than one day are excluded from the findings of the re- 
port. 

Employes who struck won all demands for which 
strikes were undertaken in 47.94 per cent of the estab- 
lishments affected, succeeded partly in 15.28 per cent 
and lost in 36.78 per cent. On the other hand, em- 
ployers were equally successful in lockouts, winning 
entirely in 57.20 per cent of their establishments, win- 
ning partially in {0.71 per cent and losing in 32.09 per 
cent. 

Strikes ordered by labor organizations were wholly 
successful in 49.48 per cent of the establishments in- 
volved, partly successful in 15.87 per cent and failed in 
34.65 per cent. Strikes not ordered by labor organiza- 
tions won in 33.86 per cent, were partially successful 
in 9.83 per cent and lost in 56.31 per cent of the estab- 
lishments involved. 

Of the 8,703,824 employes thrown out of work by 
strikes 90.57 per cent were men and the remainder 
women. Of the 825,610 thrown out of work in lock- 
outs 84.18 per cent were men and 15.82 per cent 
women. 

Between 1881 and 1905 there were 36,767 strikes 
and 1,546 lockouts in the United States, a total of 
38,303 disturbances. These strikes affected 181,407 
establishments and the lockouts in the same time af- 
fected 18,547 establishments, a total of 199,954. The 
total number of persons who went on strike in the 
course of the twenty-five years was 6,728,048 and the 
number locked out was 716,231, a total of 7,444,279. 
Because of the dependence of one occupation on an- 
other it is estimated that 9,529,434 persons were 
thrown out of work by the strikes and lockouts enu- 
merated. 

Of the 36,757 strikes between 1881 and 1905 68.99 
per cent were ordered by labor organizations and 31.0! 
per cent were begun by employes who were either not 
members of organized labor bodies or who struck 
without the sanction of their organization leaders. ©! 
the 181,407 establishments involved in labor disturb- 
ances 90.34 per cent were affected by strikes ordere¢ 
by labor organizations. Of all strikes 79.69 were 0'- 
dered by labor organizations and 77.45 per cent of all 
persons affected were thrown out of work in esta) 
lishments involved in these strikes. The average du- 


ration of a strike per establishment was 25.4 days and

And again, there are too many others 
who will hang onto a quarter so tight that its stars 
will fade, its lettering melt, its olive branch wither, 
and its arrow heads break away and go out to shoot 
the chutes. So I don’t believe he'll get all of them.

Water Motor. sists of a five tooth 
sprocket on the motor spindle, operating by a Locke 
steel chain on a ten tooth sprocket on the first shaft. 

: On this sprocket is a 
ten tooth pinion work- 
ing on a fifty tooth pin- 
ion on the second shaft, 
so that machinery may 
be operated either by 
motor spindle at high 
speed or by the first 
shaft at one-half speed, 
or by the second shaft at 
one-tenth speed, as may 
be found suitable. Emery and polishing wheels may 
be used on the motor spindle without disturbing the 
countershaft. The company states that this combina- 
tion will permit the user to run coffee mills, ice cream 
freezers, grinders, washing machines, etc., in a man- 
ner that would have been impossible before its advent. 

The Engine Indicator and Reducing Wheel is 
shown in Figure 2. The indicator has a removable 
cylinder, so that a piston of one-fourth inch area can 
be substituted for the one-half inch for gas engines, 
ammonia and hydraulic work, which gives practically 
two instruments in one. They now attach the reduc- 
ing wheel direct to the indicator and have a neat take- 
up device as a part of the outfit, which permits the 
cards to be changed without disconnecting the cord 
from the cross-head. A neat planimeter, which reads 
the mean effective pressure direct, is a part of the 
outfit also.

GROWTH OF THE HARDWARE TRADE. 





The supply of hardware is becoming constantly 
wore diversified and specialized with the introduction 
of household, commercial and mechanical devices that 
seem endless in their subdivision and utility.

Its expansion has not been Dbe- 
yond the capacity of those engaged in it to keep pace 
with. To-day there is an article of hardware fitting 
for any one of a dozen or a hundred different app!i- 
cations of what, not very long ago, was a single idea 
met with a single tool.

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A PAINT CATECHISM. 





COMPILED BY G. B. HECKEL. 





No. 5. 


As the paint catechism progresses in its continuing 
development its nature and value become steadily more 
apparent and the high character of its authorship is 
more clearly recognized. As the series runs to eighty- 
eight numbered paragraphs, and therefore covers 
eighty-eight distinct topics, it will be understood that 
more of it is to come. 

49. Are the same proportions of “driers” used in all 
paints? 

No. Some pigments themselves act as “driers”—such in 
order of drying “strength” are red lead and the other lead 
oxides, lead carbonate, the iren oxide paints, of which the 
umbers are the “strongest” the chemical colors beginning with 
the chrome yellows. The carbon blacks, the lakes, the blues. 
zinc oxide, zinc lead, lead oxy-sulphate, lithopone, have very 
little drying power, the carbon blacks none. In this the latter 
resemble the other inert pigments, of which alone calcium 
carbonate, which is not chemically inert, possesses drying 
properties. Ordinary white lead has moderately strong dry- 
ing properties, differing in this respect according to its chemi- 
cal constitution. 

50. For what purpose are driers added to Paint or to the 
Linseed Oil used therein? 

For convenienee alone. In most circumstances it is de- 
sirable that paint shall dry within a reasonable time, to pre- 
vent the adhesion of dust and insects, to avoid the danger of 
soiling of person or clothes, to enable additional coats to be 
applied. 

51. Do driers improve the wearing qualities of paints? 

By no means. As the final destruction of the paint film 
is due to exidation, anything which hastens oxidation shortens 
the life of the paint. 

Therefore, the addition of “driers” and the proportion of 
drying pigments in a paint should be carefully limited to the 
practical necessities above indicated. 

52. Is China Wood Oil used in Paint Manufacture? 

Not so much as in varnish making; but it has some re- 
markably valuable properties which promise for it a growing 
use. 

53. Are petroleum oils other than benzine ever used in 
Paints? 


In rare instances, except where they occur as an adulter- 
ant of linseed oil seld to painters and consumers. In some 
special paints for the protection of metal surfaces, heavy 
petroleum oils are used to a limited extent to retard the hard- 
ening of the paint film. As the linseed oil used in such a 
combination requires special treatment, these oils should never 
be used except under expert supervision by the paint manu- 
facturer. 

54. What are Volatile Oils or Thinners? 

_ Certain liquids which form a perfect solution with dry- 
ing oils, and on exposure to the air evaporate rapidly and 
more or less completely. They are turpentine, wood- turpen- 
tine, benzine or naphtha, alcohol, benzole, etc. Of these the 
first two named are practically the only ones used in paint. 
Benzole and a few similar products are used in specialties 
like varnish removers, bronzing liquids, etc. 

55. What are the characteristics of the Volatile Oils. 

_ Of the two useé in paint, turpentine is derived by distilla- 
tion from the sap of pine trees, the residual product being 
rosin. Wood turpentine is distilled from pine stumps and 
roots. Benzine is that distillate from crude petroleum which 
has a gravity of from 60 to 72 degrees by the Baumé hydrome- 
ter; the lighter products are gasolines, etc.; the heavier prod-. 
ucts, fuel oils, burning oils, lubricating oils, etc. The Texas 
petroleums, having an asphalt base, yield benzines of lower 
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gravity and hence slower evaporation than the oils of the 
Ohio valley, etc. Turpentine and benzine have each a charac- 
teristic odor. Both are solvents of oils, resins, etc. Of the 
two, turpentine evaporates the more slowly, but some of the 
benzines approach it very nearly in this respect. Turpentine 
in the retail and jobbing market is frequently adulterated with 
heavier, non-volatile petroleum oils, but benzine is never so 
adulterated. Benzine on evaporating leaves no residue and 
has no effect on the paint film. Turpentine, being a slight 
oxidizer, is thought to have some drying action and is also 
believed (because, while the benzine can all be recovered from 
paint by distillation, the turpentine cannot) to leave something 
in the paint film. If so, it would seem that this residue could 
be nothing except resin. 

56. For what purpose are Volatile Oils added to Paint? 

For their mechanical effect alone. To facilitate the labor 
of spreading, to reduce excessive proportions of oil, to hasten 
the “setting” of the paint, to reduce the gloss of under coats 
and thus improve the adhesion of subsequent coats and to de- 
stroy gloss so as to leave a dull finish. 

57. Has Turpentine any advantage over Benzine for these 
purposes? 

Such advantages as it may have are largely dependent 
on its slower rate of evaporation. This advantage is reduced 
in the case of the heavier benzines, and with the rapid de- 
struction of our pine forests the cost of turpentine promises 
soon to be prohibitive for use in anythnig except the most 
expensive varnishes. The only exception to this is in “flat 
work,” for which-benzine is not satisfactory. Wood turpen- 
tine varies greatly in quality, dependent upon the method of 
manufacture. The better grades when properly refined are 
practically identical with sap turpentine. 

58. What are Varnishes? 

Varnishes as used in paint manufacture are solutions of 
resins or of fossil gums in drying oils. Their principal appli- 
cation is in enamels and similar specaltes. 

50. What are the characteristics of Varnishes? 

They yield a firmer, smoother and more lustrous coating 
than oil, and are capable of being rubbed to a finer finish. 
Some “Japans,” as already stated, have the character of a 
varnish. Some pigments, of which zinc oxide is a conspicu- 
ous example, appear to form a tough, elastic combination with 
the gum resins, entirely different from the compound formed 
with linseed oil. This property is utilized in the preparation 
of enamel paints. 

60. In view of what has been said, can there be a “stand- 
ard” Formula for Paints? 

No. As may be inferred, it is possible with different 
formulas to produce practically the same results; hence any 
attempt to establish standard formulas merely tends to limit 
investigation and improvement, to throw the paint industry 
into the hands of a few producers of raw materials and to 
stifle competition as well in quality as in price. 

61. Is any standard possible for Paints? 

Yes; the standard of quality as determined by results. 

62. What is a reasonable standard of Quality for House 
Paints? 

It is based on accumulated experience with the best grades 
of paints, and indicates the following as the requirements for 
a good paint under average conditions: 

1. To cover upwards of 300 square feet, two coats. 

2. To produce a surface that is neither too hard nor too 
soft. 

3. To have an average life of four years. 

4.‘To be durable as to color. 

5. To leave a surface suitable for repainting. 

63. What is meant by covering upwards of 300 square feet 
two coats? 

These specifications all refer to paints applied to wood. 
This specification means that each gallon of paint, to be 
satisfactory, should cover properly with two coats upwards of 
300 square feet of surface. The covering power of strictly 
pure white lead paint under duplicate conditions seldom ex- 
ceeds 250 square feet.

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Heating and Ventilating 
4 COMBINATION HEATING SYSTEM. 


BY OTTO FALKENHAINER. 


The heating’ plans shown herewith relate to a 
combination “hot water -and’ hot air heating sys- 
tem. Although’ under ordinary conditions’ ~ this 
house could ,have been successfully warmed by a hot 


air furnace, still we, in this case, thought it advisable 
to install a combination job, owing to the large north 
and west exposure and also because the cellar was 
under part of the residence only. We used radiators 
in the lower-hall, dining-room and in the bathroom. 
The cold air return was taken from the hall, using gal- 
vanized iron pipe and covering the joints with strips 
of asbestos paper, making a dust-proof run.

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AN ENORMOUS. VENTILATING PLANT, 
Owing to the free public use of the Carnegie Li- 
brary. Extension at Pittsburgh, Pa., mechanical ven- 
tilation has been provided in all parts, and the 
apparatus, having, been designed for conditions of 
maximum occupancy, is an equipment of great mag- 
nitude. In fact, it is one of the largest installations 
of ventilating fans ever placed in a single building, 
having an aggregate capacity of over 600,000 cu. ft. 
of fresh air per minute, and similar capacity for 
exhaust ventilation. To avoid excessively large units 
and properly sectionalize the equipment, the fresh 
air apparatus has been arranged in fifteen sections, 
having nineteen fans, and the exhaust equipment in 
twenty-one stations with thirty fans.

In connection with the combination systems, there 
seems to bean impression with the consumer that the 
heat gained from the radiators is so much heat ob- 
tained for nothing. But this is wrong ; the heat is sent 
to the radiators at the expense of the hot air system, 
and care should be taken not to rob the hoi air gener- 
ator too much. 

The only advantage is that where rooms are diffi- 
cult to get into by means of hot air pipes, it is often 
advisable to use the combination system; in fact, it 
sometimes becomes necessary. In this particular case 
the owner had attempted to heat the residence by 
means of furnace before we installed this system and 


throughout the building, the fresh air supply systems 
being designed to deliver air tempered only to the 
normal temperatures of the rooms supplied. The 
heating’ is accomplished by direct radiation through- 
out. In only one instance is this arrangement de- 
parted from, namely, in the music hall, where it was 
thought desirable to provide in the fresh-air supply 
system, sufficient radiation to permit indirect heating 
if it should be convenient. An incidental advantage 
of this independence of the heating and ventilating 
systems is that while the fresh air supply systems 
are not intended for indirect heating, the tempering 
coils in all of them are of sufficient capacity to pro- 
vide satisfactory heating of the building in moderate 
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weather, in case of possible derangement of the direct 
radiation system. 

The supply fans are all of the steel plate centrifugal 
type, the greater part having three-quarter housings 
with steel bottom pans. They are in all cases driven 
by slow-speed multipolar motors. 

Heating coils have been fitted to all but one of the 
supply systems for tempering the fresh air in cold 
weather. They have a total heating surface of 87,- 
042 lin. ft. of I in. pipe. 

The coils are for the greater part made up of six 
and seven two-row sections’ each of a miter type pat- 
tern. They are of I-in. pipe screwed on 2%-in. 
centers into separate corrugated cast-iron headers on 
steam and return ends.

THE TORRID ZONE.

WHAT A SHEET METAL WORKER SHOULD 
KNOW.

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No. I5. 
Chimney Saddles. 

The chimney saddle is a very important article, and 
is much better than a plain flashing behind the chim- 
nev, because being sloped both ways, it allows the 
water to all run off quickly, while the flashing usually 
remains wet for some time, and soon rusts through. 

Fig. 1 shows the saddle in place behind a chimney

on a 1/3 pitch shingled roof. A, B, C, D and E being 
a side elevation. 

To develop the pattern, draw X X, Fig 2, the pitch 
of roof, A E the perpendicular line of chimney, B C

the width desired for high point of saddle, and E the 
width of ends at low point. 

Suppose, for example, the roof is 1/3 pitch, and the 
chimney is 26 inches wide, and the saddle to be 6 
inches wide at high point. Make B C, at right angles 
to A E, and 6 inches long. And E, 1 inch long, par- 
allel to B C. 

Next cut a piece of galvanized iron 16x28 inches 
and lay it off as shown in Fig. 3. A to B is 4 inches. 
B to C 6 inches and C to D6 inches. Cut straight in 
from A to B, and from D to C. Then bend at right 
angles on line E E, and to about 1/3 pitch on lines C 
EandC E, Bend at B C until the line B C is as high 
above the ends at E as the distance B E in Fig. 2. 
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Rest it on the bench in this position and solder a gore 
over the V-shaped opening A B. Turn the wide side

E D E down flat on bench and solder a gore over the 
opening D C. These gores should also be riveted to 
prevent the solder breaking, and they should both be 
put on the inner side, as they will not leak quite so 
badly in case the solder does become broken.

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A TIN ROOFING PROBLEM. 





A series of letetrs appeared in the Oct. 5 and Oct. 
12 issues of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN relating to an 
unusual tin roofing experience had by W. L. Spear & 
Co. of Geneva, Neb., who submitted the problem to 
this paper. Following is a brief statement of the case: 


Under their direction a tin roof was laid upon a building 
which is a part of the State Girls’ Industrial School in that 
city. The building contained the boilers, engine room and 
laundry. . The roof was put on during last February. The 
tin used was American A-old style 20-pound coating and was 

:. bought from Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. of Chicago. 
It was in good condition when received. Part of the roof 
was put on in standing seam’and part in flat seam. The 
solder used was. National Lead Company’s one-half and one- 
half solder was used as flux. The upper side only ‘was 

‘ painted after the roof was laid. The reof-it-réplaced. was a 
tin roof, which lasted for a number of years and then went 
to pieces rapidly. The Spear & Co. roof went to pieces and 
became worthless in six months. A sample broken out of 
the roof is practically eaten through from the under side. It 
is heavily corroded. Large holes have been eaten in it and 
the edges of the sainple crumble at. the touch. 


THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has. sttbmitted the case to 


expert roofers and tin plate manufacturers for solu-° 


tion. Following are some. of the reports and sugges- 
tions : ste Che 


Otto Goebel, secretary Master Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Association, Syracuse, N. ‘Y,; ‘writes : 


I read with éddsiderable’ interest the article and corre- 
spondence on “The Tin Roofing. Problem” on pages 38 and 39 
of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN Of: -Oct. $. I do not think it wise 
for one several thousand miles. away from where the trouble- 
some roof ‘is located to express: ‘an opinion as to the cause of 
the corrosion. It seems to me “that all the contributing causes 
have not yet been stated; for instance, I notice in the corre- 
spondence of W. L. Spear & Co. the following statement (be- 
ing lines 5-8 on page 39): “Ths-roof before the one we put 
on was of tin and was on for seyeral years, but was eaten up 
similarly to the one we put on and went to pieces very fast 
the last six months it was on.” 

I have often torn off an old tin roof and invariably found 
*> that the sheathing boards were covered with a thick coating 
of rust from tne old tin. Now, if the new roof was laid upon 
the rust covered boards and the cold from above caused 
sweating of the tin from the heat below, the rust upon the 
sheathing boards would quickly absorb the moisture and at 
once begin its work of destruction; and. having once begun, 
it would not cease until the work was finished. I always 
carefully sweep the roof boards. Last January I had to lay 
a new roof of 20 squares over a laundry. The sweating of 
the roof had caused the rust to be frozen fast upon tne roof 
boards, and as I could not sweep the rust away nor scrape it 
off to my satisfaction I bought five rolls of Niagara building 
paper and laid that under the tin without making any charge 
for it, rather than have my new. tin roof eaten through by 
the rust beneath it. I am satisfied that my roof of only seven 
months would have been eaten through but for this precaution. 
I do not question the quality of the plate nor the twenty- 
pound coating. The sheathing may be shrunk, leaving wide 
cracks between the boards; here the sweating would start 
and spread over the entire under surface of the tin; the rust 
on the boards from the old roof which “went to pieces very 
fast the last six months it was 6n” would absorb the moisture 
and quickly get in its work of destruction, as I have stated. 

This is the cause of the destruction of the roof in the 
opinion of one who is perhaps two thousand miles away, but 
who would change. his opinion if he were on the spot and 
“could examine the roof, the boards and other contributary 


causes. 
Painting the tin on the under’ side, or putting good build- 
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ing paper under it, would probably have saved that roof 3; 


kept it in good condition for years to come. 


Follansbee Brothers Co., Pittsburg, Pa., write: 

“Without any opportunity ‘to inspect the tia plate itse); 
or the building on which, it was used, and judging entirely 
from your article in the paper referred to and noting spe 
cifically that the tin plate was used on the roof over a Sciles 
and engine and also that it was not painted on the under sic, 
and presumably was not protected with waterproof sheathing 
paper and likewise that the corrosion was, entirely on th. 
under side, we infer that the escaping steam from the boile; 
condensed and collected on the exposed unpainted under sice 
of the tin. Such condition might be even more detrimenta| 
than similar moisture on the outside of an unpainted roof. 
as in the latter case the wind and sun would occasion 

evaporation and the probable quick drying of the reof which 
would be wet accordingly only for the temporary period fo! 
lowing a rain as against which from escaping steam condensa. 
tion the lower side of the tin may have been continuously 
and adversely influenced and subjected accordingly to condi- 
tions most severe. The fact that the roof was flat would 
emphasize this somewhat. 

“We note with a good deal of interest you claim to have 
submitted the correspondence to a number of experts who 
appear to have been non-plussed. Judging from the informa- 
tion given in your article there would hardly appear any ques- 
tion of the simple and logical conclusion we point out above 
We note with a good deal of interest that Messrs. Spear & 
Co. state that the roof applied prior to the present defective 
one, while it was on for several years, was eaten in a similar 
manner, more particularly during the last six months. It is 
fair to infer during the latter period the conditions may have 
changed, which might be occasioned by so simple a matter as 
a change of engineer, one permitting a much larger escape 
of steam or gases than did his predeeessor. There may be 
even enough escape of steam to have actually saturated or at 
least kept continually moist the soft pine sheathing on which 
the tin plate was laid. 

“It must be recognized that while under ordinary con- 
ditions tin plate is the best roofing material in the world, this 
is subject to reasonable exceptions and occasionally the situa- 
tion is such that it is the best policy for the friends of tin 
roofing to advise the use of some other material. Unques- 
tionably for any roof over a boiler, should tin be used, it 
should be painted on the under side and an assured quality of 
waterproof: paper used as sheathing. 

“In conclusion permit us to state that had the trouble 
occurred with a brand of our manufacture we would hav 
most thoroughly investigated all the circumstances and we 
believe that is the present disposition of other tin plate manu 
facturers and likewise the National Association of Master 
Sheet Metal Workers, and we sincerely trust that the present 
case may be so thoroughly investigated as to result in a rea 
sonable conclusion as to the cause of the trouble outlined.” 


Mr. E. G. Smith of Wilmington, Delaware, writes 

“Replying to your favor of the 8th inst., I beg to stat 
that it is my belief the governing causes lie in the fact that 
the tin plate used is made fipon a steel base instead of an 
iron base.” 


E. L. Parker & Co., Baltimore, Md., write: 

“Replying to your favor of the 8th inst., we beg to refrain 
from giving an opinion on the tin plate you mention as we 
know nothing of the quality of the material represented nor 
the surrounding or method which it was placed upon the 
building, conditions, etc. 

“Without such information no one could intelligently 
make a statement as to the cause. A sample would be neces 
sary as well, before placing any judgment.” 

The American Sheet & Tinplate Co. write from 
Pittsburg, Pa.: 

“In response we beg to say that the fact that the | 
rusted from the under side shows that it was subjecte 
abnormal conditions from below, as deterioration ordina 
starts from the upper side of the material. We think 
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probably the sheeting boards were far enough apart to allow 
the warm, moist air from the boiler room to come in contact 
with the under side of the plate, which, being cold, would 
condense the moisture and be constantly wet, which is con- 
ducive to oxidization. 

“On a roof of this kind we would suggest the use of 
thoroughly seasoned tongued and grooved sheeting boards. 
[he tin should also be painted on the under side with red 
oxide and boiled linseed oil, and a good quality of sheeting 
paper should be used between the boards and tin.

Copper prices were again cut during the week on 
the further decline in the London market, and the 
continued absence of buying movement. It has been 
reported that a leading independent sold a block of 
the metal during the week on the basis of 127c for 
electrolytic, but the market was generally regarded as 
13c, with both independents and the large selling agen- 
cies are willing to sell at this figure. Dealers are very 
pessimistic over the outlook, and apparently the mar- 
ket is without bottom. The inability of the copper 
producers to finance the 300,000,000 pounds of copper 
now stored in this country keeps the situation in a de- 
moralized condition, and while 11c is now freely pre- 
dicted, there are some who say that the market will 
go even lower, unless some syndicate can be formed 
to take over the gigantic surplus of the metal. The 
shipments to Europe and the curtailment of production 


have had little or no effect on the situation. The New 
York Metal Exchange on Tuesday reduced quotations 
all around to 13@13%c for take, 1234@13¢ for elec- 
trolytic and 124@12%c for casting. 

The London market broke badly early in the \ week, 
best selected. losing £2, to the new low record for the 
year of £64. Standard spot dropped to £59 2s 6d and 
futures to £57 2s 6d, both of which are new low fig- 
ures for the year. It was reported that the metal was 
offered in the London market yesterday on the basis 
of 13c for electrolytic, without any takers. 

Exports from New York and Baltimore were 2,604 
tons, or a total of 13,806 tons since Oct. 1.

Although in general buyers are still holding off and keep- 
ing their purchases to a minimum, there seems to be an in- 
creased inquiry for iron during the balance of the year.

From 
all points come reports of smallest possible stocks on hand in 
consumers’ yards, and this, coupled with the fact that stocks 
on hand at furnaces are comparatively slight, shows how 
nearly production and consumption are running together. 
Some inquiries are in evidence for iron for next year, but 
have so far resulted in small business, being for the most part 
to ascertain data in order to enable proper figuring on con- 
tracts for finished material. 

\mong the Eastern furnaces, particularly, there is a 
Stronger feeling, due to the independence of producers, backed 
up as they are by somewhat decreased output and well filled 
order books. Throughout the West a fair business is reported 
in Southern iron, Southern producers having booked a num- 
ber f smal] lots during the past few days. Basic iron con- 
tinucs in excellent demand. 

[he car supply and movement of material. from both 
Ovens and furnaces is as bad as it has ever been at this time 
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of the year, and the outlook is very unfavorable. This has in- 
convenienced some buyers very considerably and some fur- 
‘maces even more so. 

The coke market ‘is undiminished in strength. Furnace 
and foundry coke both stronger in tone and transactions are 
satisfactory. High-class brands in any quantity are prac- 
tically unobtainable for the remainder of 1907, and inquiries 
and orders are both in frequent evidence. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report : 

There are two encouraging things in the pig iron situa- 
tion at the present time: One is the fact that consumers are 
calling for quick delivery of iron on old contracts. In this 
respect there is no let-up at all. The other is that there is 
a much larger inquiry. The demand for shipments means 
that consumption is keeping up at a tredendous pace. There 
is no question at all but that the foundries of the country are 
busy, and a great many manufacturers are perfectly frank in 
telling us that they have orders booked ahead from four to 
eight months. One machine shop and foundry in Cincinnati 
reports that they can supply nothing in the way of new busi- 
ness until after April. 

Inquiries are beginning to result in some actual business. 
There was one sale this week of 2,000 tons No. 2 iron for 
shipment over the balance of the year. It went to a northern 
Ohio furnace. The same quantitiy of low grade iron was 


purchased. But, generally speaking, consumers are acting 
very conservatively as regards the future. What is needed 
for immediate use is bought but that is all. They are prac- 
tically united in a waiting policy, and it begins to look as if 
there might be no very extensive buying until present orders 
were nearly exhausted. When buyers take this attitude they 
usually overdo the matter, and waiting too long finally all 
rush into the marekt together. In talking of the lower prices 
they expect consumers utterly fail to take into account the 
great increase in the cost of production during the past year. 
Manufacturing costs have advanced tremendously, so that 
even at to-day’s prices there is not much of a spread between 
ther. 

Renewed complaints of a shortage of cars come from 
the south. The coke fields are very short of empties, and 
trouble from this source will not grow Jess for months to 
come. 


“GALVANIZING” WITH ZINC-ALUMINUM 
ALLOY. 








In order to get a “galvanizing” bath that shall be 
quite liquid and yield a brighter surface than is attain- 
able by the use of zinc alone, Gihrs uses an alloy com- 
posed of about one-half of one per cent of aluminum, 
and one-fifth per cent of bismuth with the zinc. In 
order to get this allow in proper state of diffusion it is 
necessary to melt the aluminum at the same time 
with the zinc; the bismuth can be melted in at the 
same time if desired. It is claimed that simultaneous 
melting of the zinc and the aluminum prevents the for- 
mation of oxide and of hard dross. In order to effect 
this desirable simultaneous melting of these two 
metals, it is best to prepare beforehand an alloy of zinc 
and aluminum, or of these with bismuth in stronger 
proportions of aluminum than is desired in the bath 
—for instance, 20 parts of aluminum and the same of 
zinc, with 5 of bismuth, well stirred while melting. 
This “mix” is to be melted with the rest of the zinc, 
in such proportions as will give to the resulting 
melted mass the requisite proportions for the bath. 

A higher percentage of aluminum can be used than 
one-half (one two-hundredths of the entire weight), 
but it effects no improvement above that brought about 
by the use of the smaller quantity. The bismuth may 
be used in even smaller quantities than the above- 
quoted one-fifth of one per cent.
